OFFICIAL COUNT 


The Adams County commis­ 
sioners, Clerk M. Hardy Nichols 
and special clerks, Luther Lady 
and John Schwartz, completed the 
official count of the ballots cast 
in last week s primary election 
at 5:30 o'clock Saturday evening.

The official count added a few 
votes for some candidates for 
county office.

“The life of a United States 
ambassador abroad may be ex­ 
hausting but ifs never dull." John 
S. Rice, who last summer con­ 
cluded 34 years as U. S. am­ 
bassador to the Netherlands, told 
members of the Gettysburg Lions 
Club Monday evening at their 
weekly dinner meeting.

OFFICERS KEEP 
CADET EXAMS 
LOCKED IN SAFE

COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo.

Force 
Academy 
instructors now keep examina­ 
tions in locked safes until they 
are ready to test cadets, offi­ 
cials said today. 
This appears to be the chief 
way in which security at the 
academy has been tightened in 
the wake of a cheating scandal 
which led to the resignation of 
109 cadets earlier this year. 
The cadet wing of about 2,500 
has not been subjected to any 
special surveillance, it was indi­ 
cated. 
Officers on the faculty said in 
interviews that while there can 
be no ironclad assurance that 
some cheating will not recur, 
they believe the cadets them­ 
selves will try to make certain 
scandal never again is brought 
to the 11-year-old service acad­ 
emy. 
OLD SALES GAMES 
An investigation of nearly two 
years of cheating showed that 
ringleaders found ways to pene­ 
trate offices in the academic 
building and steal advance cop­ 
ies of examinations. These ex­ 
ams then were sold to other 
cadets for up to $25.

examinations in their desks but 
that exam s now are stored in 
safes.

ABANDON PLAN 
TO MINT SILVER 
“CARTWHEELS" 


By CARL P. LEUBSDORF 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
government has reversed itself 
and decided against issuing 45 
million silver dollars. 
The decision announced Mon­ 
day night came just as the first 
silver dollars in more than 30 
years were set to roll from the 
Denver Mint. 
The Treasury is reluctant to 
mint silver dollars because both 
silver and minting facilities are 
needed to meet a continuing 
shortage of other coins and be­ 
cause government supplies of 
silver are running short. 
President Johnson announced 
May 15 that substantial prog­ 
ress had been made in reducing 
the coin shortage and that he 
therefore was ordering minting 
of the 
cartwheels 
authorized 
last year by Congress. 
DELAYED ORDER 
In reversing this decision, the 
Treasury said the go-ahead or­ 
der was given on the assump­ 
tion that it was the intent of 
Congress. Since May 15, the 
Treasury said, members of key 
congressional committees have 
asked that the order be held up. 
Robert A. Wallace, assistant 
secretary of the Treasury, said 
seven members of a House Ap­ 
propriations 
subcommittee 
agreed that the coins should not 
be produced. 
A Treasury report due shortly 
is expected to recommend re­ 
duction or even elimination of 
the silver content of dimes, 
quarters and half dollars to con­ 
serve the government’s dwin­ 
dling stocks. 
THREE-YEAR SUPPLY 
Present supply is 1.03 billion 
ounces — enough for more than 
three years at present rates of 
coinage. The proposed 45 mil­ 
lion silver dollars would have 
consumed 38 million ounces. 
Hundreds of millions of silver 
dollars have been issued over 
the years, but most have disap­ 
peared from circulation. They 
are popular in some Western 
states, but the great majority is 
in the hands of dealers, collec­ 
tors and speculators.

bill. It was strongly favored by 
Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield, who represents the 
silver-producing state of Mon­ 
tana and was up for re-election.

MOSCOW (AP)—Wheat farm- 
ors in the virgin lands of Kaza­ 
khstan travel by' truck convoys 
to provincial towns every Satur­ 
day night for their weekly bath.

NEW OXFORD 
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Text Of General Eisenhower's 
Address Given At Iowa School 


The following is the com* 
plete text of former Presi­ 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhow­ 
er’s 
address 
at 
Grinnell 
College, 
Grinnell, 
Iowa, 
May 13: 


Tn the course of a fairly long 
life, I have been called many 
names; some of them reflected 
neither respect nor affection— 
and certainly were not meant 
to be flattering. 
This is the first time, how­ 
ever, I have been called “poli­ 
tician in residence.” 
Many here may question my 
right to that label, measured 
either in years of practice of 
politics or in number of elec­ 
tions contested. 
So. I am taking it for granted 
that Grinnell College has pinned 
this title on me on the assump­ 
tion that one who has been in 
and around Washington a good 
part of his 
adult 
life 
should 
know something about politics. 
But I’ll go farther than that. 
MUST KNOW SUBJECT 
In my opinion, every Ameri­ 
can should know a great deal 
about the subject. 
As 
I 
understand 
the 
pro­ 
cedure before us, I am to make 
a general presentation of my 
views on the individual citizen’s 
role in the political life of com­ 
munity and nation. 
Thereafter, at closer quarters, 
I am to attempt to answer your 
•pecific questions. 
F U N D A M EN T A L B E L IE F 
No discussion of politics could 
be useful unless all of us had a 
common and clear understand­ 
ing of the kind of government 
we are talking about! 
To start. I should stress a 
fundamental belief of mine as 
to the spirit in which the revolu­ 
tionary 
patriots 
approached 
their task of founding a nation. 
They were totally convinced 
that political principles were of 
no enduring worth unless they 
had their source in moral val­ 
ues. 
In the declaration of 1776— 
the birth certificate of our na­ 
tion — we find this pronounce­ 
ment: 
“We hold these truths to be 
aelf-evident, that all 
men are 
created equal and are endowed 
by their creator with certain un­ 
alienable 
rights; 
that 
among 
these are life, liberty and the 
pursuit (not the guarantee) of 
happiness. 
“That to secure these rights 
governments 
are 
vounded 
among men.” 
KEY STO N E OF 
POLITICS 
In these words is the keystone 
of the national political arch 
they erected; indeed in this pas­ 
sage they implicitly said that 
our governmental system is the 
political expression of a reli 
gious faith. 
And they asserted further that 
governments derived “their just 
powers from the consent of the 
governed.” 
Hiis. then, is the kind—a new 
kind of government they visual­ 
ized. 
In 
that 
light, 
politics—the 
practical application of political 
principle to all our affairs from 
the community to the global 
level — is far too important to 
be left to professional politicians. 
It should be the business of 
every American. 
Out of my own experience- 
warning you that age does not 
necessarily endow a man with 
wisdom—I shall speak briefly 
on the political responsibilities 
of an American citizen — after 
a bit of personal reminiscence 
R E V IE W S LIF E 
In 
recent 
months. 
I have 
spent some little time review­ 
ing the earlier years of my own 
life, from my first memories 
around 1895 — 70 years ago— 
to the period of World War I 
Inevitably, as I have indulged 
in this kind of hindsight exer 
cise, I have frequently berated 
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lf m u fti BU W arn u t, hrrtfiflTi 
tor tot newest shows, toe best 
places to eat, a weak end resort, 
your church or synagogue, pieces 
to shop or perhaps a bowse rn 
apartment. . . . read toe 
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myself for errors of commission 
and omission. 
Fortunately. I could indulge 
in some self-congratulation on 
one decision to which I stuck 
firmly. 
That was: 
To get a college education; 
no matter how' long it might 
take; no matter how difficult 
its pursuit might be; no matter 
how many temptations might 
arise to stop school and to start 
earning money. 
Of course, in the making and 
in the keeping of that decision, 
I was the product of a home 
where education wac cherished 
as the chief temporal good. 
Elsewhere — m many homes 
—the earning capacity of chil­ 
dren was given priority over in­ 
tellectual development. 
SIXTH G RADE HURD LE 
The Sixth Grade was often 
the terminal point in formal 
schooling, 
while 
entrance to 
high school was a privilege ig­ 
nored by the majority of young 
Americans. 
The mortality 
rate 
among 
those 
who 
did 
enter 
was 
extremely high. 
In my own class. 67 strong in 
its Freshman year, the drop­ 
outs 
outnumbered 
those 
who 
graduated in 1909, 36 to 31. 
In most American communi­ 
ties today such figures would be 
considered outrageous. 
Looking back, in memory, to 
those who for one reason or an­ 
other failed to win a high school 
diploma, I am happy to note 
that its lack in no wise seems 
to have doomed them either to 
second-class citizenship or to 
unproductive and unrewarding 
lives. 
CONSTRUCTIVE LIV E S 
On the contrary, in their work­ 
ing years, many were often as 
constructive in their citizenship 
and successful in their works 
as those who continued longer 
in the educational process. 
To be sure, many say tnat 
those times were free from in 
ternal and external crises, and 
were a sort of golden age when 
human problems were few and 
Americans were sheltered from 
anxiety. 
This would be a misconcep 
tion. 
Around the turn of the cen­ 
tury, for example, the country 
was torn by those who defended 
Washington 
policy 
and 
those 
who demanded our immediate 
withdrawal from the Far East 
and from the Caribbean. 
They contended that our pres­ 
ence in lands alien to us was 
tyrannical imperialism. 
R E L IV IN G HISTORY 
(In this respect it appears 
that we seem to be reliving his­ 
tory.) 
Agrarian and 
labor 
unrest 
was 
heatedly 
expressed 
in 
words 
and 
deeds 
that 
often 
frightened the easily disturbed, 
convincing them that the col 
lapse of the country was ines­ 
capable and imminent. 
Indeed 
discontent 
with 
the 
status quo is as old as human 
ity. 
The 
muck-rakers, 
as 
they 
were 
called 
in 
my boyhood, 
filled the newspapers and mag 
azines of the time with exposure 
of or at least charges of tragic 
injustices, cruel, mistreatment 
of workers, corruption in high 
place. 
Certainly we were far from 
being a smug, self-satisfied na­ 
tion in those days 
And I think most Americans 
did work steadily to further the 
realization in daily life of the 
purposes enunciated for the re­ 
public in the constitution; 
“To form a more perfect un­ 
ion, establish 
justice, 
insure 
domestic 
tranquility, 
provide 
for the common defense, pro­ 
mote the general welfare and 
secure the blessing of liberty 
to ourselves and posterity. . . .” 
Had they not so worked—even 
as did their forebears through 
generations 
before 
them—the 
Republic today would not be 
engaged merely in unfinished 
business, correcting 
impertVc- 
tions in a progressive and pros­ 
perous and free society. 
Instead, we would be wracked 
by widespread class war and 
social feud — or would be the 
subjects of a totalitarian boss­ 
dom. 
PASSION FOR F R E E D O M 
In the hearts of those people 
— the pioneers — was, first a 
fervor, a passion for freedom, 
an insistence on self-reliance as 


our forebears devised for us, it is 
still true that a constantly in­ 
creasing level of education is 
necessary to the effective func­ 
tioning of the institution of self­ 
government. 
For one thing, as population 
goes up, the 
complexities of 
government 
and 
society 
in­ 
crease. 
Now, one advantage possessed 
by the citizen of those simpler 
days was this — even 60 years 
ago the individual citizen seemed 
less lost in the mass of numbers 
than today when he is one of 
192 million Americans. 
So, I am not astonished when 
these days I frequently get let­ 
ters from young people putting 
to me questions like this: 
FOREMOST QUESTION 
“What can I — one individual 
— do to further the American 
cause, to strengthen the Repub­ 
lic 
and 
to 
help 
achieve its 
goals?” 
Undoubtedly, 
many 
of 
you 
have put the same question to 
yourselves with the same eager­ 
ness and a like frustration. 
Because an answer depends 
so much on personal circum­ 
stances. I dare not attempt ad­ 
vice 
except 
in 
most 
general 
terms. 
I presume, of course, you who 
pose 
this 
question 
are 
de­ 
termined to be more than pas­ 
sive drifters with the current 
of the time; that you want to 
be active citizens, fully appre­ 
ciative of the great and growing 
importance of 
government 
in 
our lives. 
I am sure you want to play 
as meaningful a role as possible 
in the affairs of community and 
country. 
OBLIGATION TO NATION 
So, I would first say your para­ 
mount obligation is such prep­ 
aration of yourself for the dis­ 
charge of citizenship responsi­ 
bilities that you may play your 
part in furthering the nation’s 
purposes. 
This means that you should 
be equipped intellectually to en­ 
courage and to lead those about 
you toward wisdom and decency 
and patriotism in performing the 
duties of citizenship. 
To this end, and beyond the 
normal school and college re­ 
quirements, I think you should 
studiously examine the mission 
and high purposes of the repub­ 
lic: 
— As they have been declared 
in the principal documents of 
our history; 
— As they have been demon­ 
strated. in war and peace, since 
the first colonization of the con­ 
tinent, by men and women of 
vision and dedication, regard­ 
less of their political affiliation. 
— And, as they are, these 
days, manifested sometimes ob­ 
scurely and at other times dra­ 
matically — by those who work 
to preserve fullness of opportu­ 
nity, justice for every individual, 
prosperity 
and 
progress 
for 
every c o m m u n i t y , secure 
strength and forthright leader­ 
ship for the nation on the world 
scene. 
Boiled down, this is to say: 
R E M E M B E R HISTORY 
Learn all you can about your 
country in all its aspects, its 
past and present, and its poten­ 
tial for the future. 
As 
Santa 
Yana 
once 
said 
“Those who cannot remember 
history are destined to relive it.” 
Such study and preparation, 
I know, may seem a dull and 
tedious job. lacking the glamour 
and the excitement of a street 
demonstration, or a picket line. 
But it is not only necessary — 
it can become dramatic if we 
take the time to look briefly at 
the character of the basic chal­ 
lenges of today. 
For several reasons they are 
more 
difficult than 
those 
of 
yesteryear: 
First, almost-instant commu­ 
nications can overnight make 
of any friction abroad an inter­ 
continental dispute. 
Second, 
a 
sharply 
divided 
world can transform each into 
ideological quarrel.

In 
such 
circumstances 
as 
these, we can scarcely expect 
to have a reserve cushion of 
time for thoughtful scrutiny or 
many-sided analysis in a period 
of crisis. 
Remembering that a senseless 
enemy could trigger an assault 
aimed at annihilation, we realize 
that only advanced preparation 
can help us to act sanely and 
effectively. 
Such advance preparation re­ 
quires, from government and 
private citizen alike, study, re­ 
flection, and contemplation of 
the lessons of history — so that 
in crisis there may be promptly 
and effectively rallied all the 
country’s strength — material, 
intellectual, spiritual. 
To 
such 
preparation 
by 
America and her citizens, I see 
no acceptable alternative. 
We cannot trust the nation’s 
fate to impulse or unstudied de­ 
cision. 
Neither in crisis or in every­ 
day life can the great goals of 
a nation be easily achieved. 
Patrick Henry electrified his 
listeners with the cry, ‘‘Give 
me liberty or give me death.” 
PRICE OF F R E E D O M 
But before victory at York­ 
town was reached Valley Forge 
and seven years of conflict bad 


to be endured; 
Before the union was estab­ 
lished by the constitution, the 
near-chaos of the confederation 
had to be experienced; 
Before the integrity of the 
union could be forever assured, 
our bloodiest war had to be 
suffered. 
Hard 
w o r k , 
intelligently 
planned, is far more important 
than what we like to cai! “a 
stroke of genius.” 
I now speak of another point 
that I very much want to bring 
to your attention. 
Before the majority of you, 
in all probability, lies an active 
life of half a centuiy or more. 
NEW C H A LLEN G ES 
In that long passage, unfore­ 
seeable crises and problems and 
challenges, both personal and 
national, will certainly arise in 
every season of every year. 
To meet them courageously, 
to defeat whatever may threat­ 
en our system and way of life, 
vigorously and successfully to 
foster 
whatever 
may expand 
them, will require of you far 
more than emotional loyalty or 
instinctive response — important 
though those qualities are. 
All around you at this moment 
are problems that arouse in you 
an ardent wish that you might 
participate directly and actively 
in their solution. 
Your idealism and enthusiasm 
for justice seem to require of 
you some personal and public 
proof of their existence within 
you. 
This is entirely natural and 
laudable. 
And I, for one, would never 
attempt to quench or even to 
dampen the ardor of youth. 
N E E D OF WISDOM 
But I would point out to you 
that, in the long years ahead of 
you, countless calls will be made 
upon you for a deep and sym­ 
pathetic understanding, a thor­ 
ough 
knowledge, 
a 
generous 
wisdom of what America is and 
what it should be. 
Not to be able to answer those 
calls capably, when they arise, 
will be more tragic for you as 
individuals and for your coun­ 
try, than to miss 
a present 
chance to demonstrate publicly 
your instinctive reactions. 
By no means, in so speaking, 
do I advocate a do-nothing at­ 
titude about current public af­ 
fairs. 
I only urge that now you ready 
yourselves to help solve the na­ 
tion’s inevitable and sometimes 
dismaying problems of your life. 
Now another point: 
I hope that you w ill never per­ 
mit 
an 
honest 
difference 
of 
opinion or judgment, rooted in a 
good conscience, to become in 
your mind a wall between you 
and other Americans. 
HO NO RABLE PURPO SES 
Among humans, it is far too 
easy to condemn as dishonest 
or stupid or even criminal those 
who differ with us, forgetting 
that they too may be in their 
motives and their purposes as 


honorable as we. 
A century ago there were two 
men, now honored for their great­ 
ness of character and spirit by 
all Americans, who were then 
bitterly opposed to each other. 
One 
was 
named 
Abraham 
Lincoln; the other, Robert E. 
Lee. 
Before the onset of war, both 
believed in peaceful resolution 
of civil conflict, both opposed 
the evil of slavery, both cher­ 
ished the unity of the nation. 
Nevertheless, they came to be 
arrayed against each other in a 
war neither wanted. 
In what happened to these 
two men — and to millions of 
others in the same day — alike 
in honesty, integrity and pa­ 
triotism, should be a warning 
to all of us never to become so 
wrapped up in justification of 
our own positions that we see 
in 
fellow-Americans 
outright 
enemies of the good and decent. 
PARTICIPATE IN A F F A IR S 
Next, I would urge on you ac­ 
tive participation in governmen­ 
tal affairs within the two-party 
system. 
For years, I have been firmly 
convinced that young Americans 
on reaching the age when they 
may be required to serve and 
to sacrifice for the country — 
possibly even to die for it 
should be permitted a voice Ut 
its management. 
Only a few states have seen 
fit to give the franchise to all 
who 
are 
subject 
to 
military 
draft. 
But those who cannot vote, 
because of age requirements, 
are not lacking important op 
portunities to perform some of 
the duties of citizenship. 
They can help in arousing 
others to use their privilege and 
right to elect far-sighted and 
conscientious officers of govern­ 
ment; 
they 
can 
help do the 
countless jobs within a party 
organization done best by those 
who are ready to work long 
hours 
with 
enthusiasm 
and 
fervor. 
(Parenthetically, — and 
as 
only commercial — I might say 
that, even though some of you 
cannot vote, the Republican par­ 
ty will welcome you into its 
ranks as the sort of volunteers 
who will, by your ardour, put 
new life and new spirit into all 
of us.) 
TWO-PARTY S Y ST E M 
A few moments ago I stressed 
the phrase, “within the two- 
party system.” 
I realize, of course, that for 
some there may be in splinter 
parties and tiny groups the at­ 
traction, so to speak, of being 
big frogs in small puddles. 
I do not criticize these groups. 
I would remind you. however, 
that the two-party system, pon­ 
derous though it may be at 
times, has proved to be the most 
effective instrument for control 
of government by the people

NEW YORK (AP) — Ameri­ 
cans’ monthly payment debts 
are ll percent larger than a 
year ago. Business, too, is bor­ 
rowing more. New York bank 
loans to commercial and in­ 
dustrial 
concerns 
have 
risen 
$1.4 billion since the first of the 
year. In the like period of 1964 
they droped by $574 million. 
The 
nation’s 
commercial 
banks as a whole have been net 
borrowers for 12 straight weeks 
from the Federal Reserve banks 
to meet the demand for loans 
from business and individuals. 
When money is easier and lend­ 
ing demands less urgent the 
banks have nest eggs of excess 
reserves in the central banking 
system. 
NOT NECESSARILY 
Are debts, business and indi­ 
vidual, rising too fast and too 
high? Is this a sign, as some­ 
times in the past, that the busi­ 
ness upswing is peaking? Is the 
net borrowed position of the 
commercial banks a 
warning 
that the Federal 
Reserve 
is 
tightening up on credit to keep 
the economy from overheating? 
Some bankers are answering 
“not necessarily” to all three 
questions. 
Delinquency 
of 
installment 
loans has risen very little. And 
this is reassuring. A worrisome 
factor: 
repayments 
of 
out­ 
standing installment debt is tak 
ing 
14 percent 
of 
disposable 
income — what’s left of an indi­ 
vidual’s 
income 
after 
taxes. 
That’s a new high. At the same 
time borrowers have been tak­ 
ing on new installment debt at 
such a pace that they are pledg­ 
ing 16 percent of their disposa­ 
ble income for future payments. 
This, too, is a record. Bankers 
say this is manageable for most 
families — unless times sudden­ 
ly turn bad. 


The rise in loans to business 
by New York banks of late has 
been chiefly to retail stores, 
public utility and transportation 
companies, apparel and leather 
goods producers. Earlier in the 
year loans were heavy to mak­ 
ers of machinery and other du­ 
rable goods and to commodity 
dealers. 
GENERAL UPRISING 
Bankers say the rising de­ 
mand for loans is due to the 
general upswing in business and 
is actually smaller in relation to 
the growing economy than in 
past 
booms. 
Therefore, 
it 
needn’t 
foretell 
an 
economic 
downturn. 
In fact, many companies have 
been borrowing sparingly, be­ 
cause they’ve had more profits 
and more cash flow from such 
items as larger depreciation tax 
write-offs on which to draw to 
meet financing needs. The big­ 
ger total of loans is due to the 
fact that everything is bigger — 
the nation’s business, the de­ 
mands of consumers, the pop­ 
ulation, the number and size of 
firms.

KREBIOZEN 
TRIAL RESINS 
FIFTH WEEK 


CHICAGO (AP) - An inspec­ 
tor of the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration has testified that 
he was unaware of a proposal 
to test Krebiozen, a drug admin­ 
istered to some cancer patients, 
on IOO persons suffering with 
the disease. 
The inspector. Robert N. Pal­ 
mer, 37, testified under cross- 
examination Friday that during 
six months of investigation he 
was “unable to determine wheth­ 
er 
Krebiozen 
was 
manufac­ 
tured in the United States by 
any person.” 
The four defendants charged 
in a 49-count indictment with 
mail fraud and conspiracy in 
the sale and promotion of Kre­ 
biozen are: 
Dr. Steven Durovic, 59, dis­ 
coverer of Krebiozen; Dr. An­ 
drew C. Ivy, 72, chief sponsor 
of the substance and director of 
medical research at Roosevelt 
University; Dr. William F. P. 
Phillips, 52. a general practi­ 
tioner who has prescribed the 
drug; and Marko Durovic, 64, a 
lawyer and Stevan’s brother. 
Monday marked the beginning 
of the fifth week of the trial, 
which is expected to last about 
five months. Palmer, a former 
high school chemistry' teacher, 
has been the only witness called 
by the government so far, but 
prosecutors say they plan to call 
IOO to 150 witnesses. 
In Friday’s testimony, defense 
attorney Julius L. Sherwin asked 
Palmer if he knew of a clini­ 
cal test involving IOO cancer pa­ 
tients suggested by Dr. Ivy to 
the National Cancer Institute. 
In the test, IOO cancer pa­ 
tients would be treated 
with 
Krebiozen and another IOO would 
receive standard medical treats 
ment.

It was expected to set off spir­ 
ited discussion among the 835

Presbyterian 
Church 
in 
the 
U.S.A. 
A church spokesman summed 
up the confession like this: The 
Bible is “the revelation of God’s 
acts” — but it is not infallible, if 
taken literally. 
EX P E C T C R IT IC ISM 
Dr. 
Eugene 
Carson 
Blake, 
stated clerk and chief adminis­ 
trative officer of the church, 
said he expected attempts by 
minority factions to defer or 
amend the confession. 
Dr. Blake added, however, he 
is 
hopeful 
the 
proposal 
will 
emerge 
in 
resolution 
form, 
ready for debate during the an­ 
nual Presbyterian meeting. 
A vote on the confession, the 
major issue before the assem­ 
bly, 
is 
expected 
today. 
Ap­ 
proval 
would 
only 
start 
the 
confession on a long constitu­ 
tional trip, including submission 
for endorsement by two-thirds 
of 
the 
denomination, 
which 
takes two years. 


5.000 W ORD PROPOSAL 
The proposal, “a brief con­ 
temporary statement of faith,” 
would add. in modern language. 
5.000 words of Presbyterian be­ 
liefs to the 10.000-word West­ 
minster 
C o n f e s s i o n , 
the 
church’s traditional guide since 
1647. 
Six other historic 
Christian 
statements also would be add­ 
ed. 
Unlike the Westminster Con­ 
fession, which declared God is 
“the author of the Scriptures,” 
the 
new 
confessional 
affirms 
that men were involved in pro­ 
ducing them. 
“The words of the Scriptures 
are the words of men, condi­ 


tioned by the language, thought- 
forms and literary fashions of 
the places and times at which 
they were written,” the state­ 
ment says. 
It continues: 
“The variety of such views 
found in the Bible shows that 
God 
has 
communicated 
with 
men in diverse cultural condi­ 
tions. This gives the church con­ 
fidence that he will continue to 
speak to men in a changing 
world and in every form of hu­ 
man culture.”

CHEYENNE 
MOUNTAIN, 
Colo. (AP) — Deep inside this 
granite 
mountain, 
technicians 
have started installing secret 
new electronic gear that will 
enable 
U.S. 
commanders 
to 
react within seconds to any at­ 
tack on North America 
This is the final phase of a 
four-year. S89-million effort to 
build an atom-proof command 
post for the North American Air 
Defense Command. 
The NORAD command 
post 
now is above ground, about five 
miles away in Colorado Springs, 
and is vulnerable to an atomic 
knockout. 
CANADA TO JOIN 
By early 1966, after the spe­ 
cially designed computers and 
other 
fancy 
new 
equipment 
have been checked out, the U.S. 
and Canadian military staff will 
take over the underground Com­ 
bat Operations Center. 
There, these keenly trained 
experts will maintain a 24-hour 
vigil for signs of impending at 
tack by missile, bomber or sat 
ellite. 
If attack should come, the 
NORAD 
commander 
in chief 
and his battle staff would “ but­ 
ton up” behind a brace of 15-ton 
steel blast doors and call the 
shots for the defense — sending 
up 
jet 
interceptor 
fighter 
planes, 
launching 
antimissile 
and antisatellite weapons. 
ON 937 SPRINGS 
Air Force officers claim this 
complex of steel buildings — 
resting on 937 unique antishock 
springs and wedged into a net­ 
work of tunnels beneath about 1,- 
000 feet of solid granite — would 
be safe from all but perhaps a 
direct hit by the biggest hydro­ 
gen warhead imaginable.

vacation-minded lawmakers. 
First, it was reported that 
June I could be the target date 
when the Republican-controlled 


Senate will start rolling again 
on the school bus bill. 
Secondly, one of the leaders 
in

House 
said any chance of 
a 
work break depends on an end 
to the present demand by 
a 
rural legislator that all bills be 
read at length. 
Three weeks ago the legisla­ 
tor, Rep. Erwin L. Murray, de­ 
manded that all bills be read at 
length. Murray, a C a m e r o n 
County Democrat, started this 
time-consuming procedure in or­ 
der to force out of committee a 
resolution on reapportionment.

less than a mile from downtown 
Saigon has become a symbol of 
efforts to provide military aid to 
South Viet Nam. 
Flags of eight nations stand in 
the foyer of the guarded, two- 
story structure, headquarters of 
what is known as the Interna­ 
tional Military Assistance Of­ 
fice. 
As the military commitment 
from nations other than the 
United States has grown, how­ 
ever slightly, so has the need 
arisen for a program to coordi­ 
nate the aid This is the function 
performed by che 40 employes 
of the 5-month-old international 
assistance force. 
UNITED STRENGTH 
Besides the United States and 
South Viet Nam, the other na­ 
tions represented in the force

Col. Charles Undercoffer, dep­ 
uty chief of the force, estimated 
that 4,000 to 5,000 persons from 
those six countries are in South 
Viet Nam under the joint mili­ 
tary effort. U S. strength totals 
about 46,000 men. 


Australia has pledged an 800- 
man combat unit and it is ex­ 
pected soon. Tile Philippines is 
deciding now whether to send a 
fighting contingent also. 
NOT 'AMERICAN WAR' 
“It is not simply an American 
war. This is what the Interna­ 
tional Military Assistance Office 
is here to show,” Undercoffer 
said in an interview. 
In reality, only a few of the 
non-Americans are engaged in 
combat-type duties, and these 
are referred to as advisory 
roles. 
A 100-man army training unit 
from Australia, for example, 
has been in the country since 
mid-1962, advising the Vietnam­ 
ese on jungle warfare tactics.

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SECOND GROUP

WASHINGTON (AP) — A hot­ 
ly disputed administration bill 
to curb mail order gun traffic 
may have to run the gauntlet of 
a second Senate committee. 
A spokesman for the Com­ 
m erce Committee 
—graveyard 
for a much milder gun bill last 
year — said his group wants to 
examine the Johnson bill after 
the Judiciary Committee com­ 
pletes work on it. 
This “ won’t be just a cursory 
look.” he said, explaining that 
this meant he expected a sec­ 
ond round of hearings by the 
Commerce Committee.

BILL TO UPDATE 
MEASURES LAW 


HARRISBURG (AP) - Miss 
Genevieve Blatt, secretary of in­ 
ternal affairs, says she favors 
proposed legislation to update 
Pennsylvania’s 
basic 
weights 
and measures law. 
Testifying Friday before the 
House State Government Com­ 
mittee, Miss Blatt urged favor­ 
able consideration of a bill she 
said was “designed to repeal ob­ 
solete provisions of our present 
law.” 
“House Bill 979 will provide 
the state with up-to-date tech­ 
niques for dealing with modern 
marketing practices and bring 
our laws into a greater degree 
of conformity with the laws of 
other state,” Miss Blatt said. 


MODEL PATTERN 
She added that the bill now 
under consideration by the com­ 
mittee is patterned after the 
model state law on weights and 
measures developed by the fed­ 
eral government. 
“ In these modern times, when 
almost every commodity enter* 
the stream of interstate com­ 
merce, it seems to me that we 
should 
cooperate 
with 
other 
states by adopting uniform stat* 
utes and regulations to control 
packaging,” 
Miss 
Blatt said. 
“The passage of House Bill 979 
would make intelligent and eco­ 
nomic shopping easier for our 
citizens, giving them added con­ 
sumer protection. While it would 
regulate 
manufacturers 
and 
packers in a fair and equitable 
manner, it would also simplify 
the problems of our weights and 
measures officials.”
